-PUNK WILL NOT DIE, 


There's something about loud, raw, blitzspeed rock'n' rol’ that feels so good 
and so Jiberating that you have to wonder at the way most folks are so quick 
to blow their noses in all that is punk. 

That's so great about the BAD BRAINS ; they have everything to do with what 

is exciting about point #1 and nothing to do with what is the limits of #2 
They stuck their foot into a highly strictured form of rock'n'roll’, crossing 

a color line to get there, and once inside smashed the door to bits. Asked by 
the fanzine DAMAGED GOODS to describe the band , bassist DARRYL JENNIFER 
replied "we're a gospel group... preaching a word, UNITY." Well why not ? 
Certainly that's the thread that runs through their best material, from the 
anthemic "PAY TO CUM" to the uplifting instrumental "JAH CALLING. 


Reggae's the key to the BAD BRAINS achievement in part becase songs like 
"LEAVING BABYLON" alternate with the thrashers, but more so becase of how the 
BAD BRAINS have fortified the destructiveness of hardcore with the lazy deter- 
mination of reggae. The result is a simmering anger that rarely bubles over int 
out-rage, and instead takes on an ominous quality al? its own. It amounts to 
a realization of punky reggae ideas articutated but unacted upon, by the CLASH 
and BOB MARLEY and maybe outhers. It's loud (though not always) and it's 
fast ( though not always.) And they always please every one. 
Alot has been said abwut the Bad Brains hedeaida of the fagt that they play both 
punk and reggae. This aust be some kind of innovation, but some of the cowsotion 
is because the Bad Brains are ameriean, and they dont just play punk but the 
music is really HARD-CORE, and the bands all black.

NON consists of one person:Boyd Rice.He plays noise at an excruiiatin ly painful volume and the 
so unds that come out often resemble sounds you'd hear at a factory rather than a club.For the 
1ost part, the sounds produced are, either dancably rythmic or total all consuming blatant noise. 
Soyd lives in Point Loma,San Diego Wherein Around 1974 he began making a public nuicance of him- 
self by doing things each as hanging banners from freeways during rush hour traffic that said, 
"SEXY Y OUNG CHAINS AW VICTIMS" and other threatening statements.His most famous exploit, hotch 
was when he was arrested by secret service agents for trying to present Betty Ford with a skinne 
goats head while she was campaigning for her husband Gerald in San Diego.de released his first 
album "Boyd 2ice"independently in 1976.Compared to his later NON material the albwn was very cal 
and relaxed(not to say it wasn't great)and it often sounded like classical and jazz records stuc 
in one repeating groove.sround 78 or 79 he formed NON with his friend Robert Turman onthe premis 
of making as much noise as they copld with the smallest amount of equipment.THey were know most 
for their use of the Roto Guitar which was a guitar with an electric fan s@@m@M@wMam connected 
it.it sounded like a bomber squadron in full swing.They released a single independently in1979 
which pretty much well documented their sound at the time.Soon after,itobert Turman left and took 
the the zxoto Guitar along,but Boyd decided to keep NON goingas an individual effort.In 1980 he 
released the first NON album,Pagan Muzak.It comsisted of 18 grooves and you had to move the need 
manually from groove to groove.The record confused the hell out of a lot of people, but it's stil 
Wy ueyORe Ue et 3 in my collection.It mudt be heard to be beleived.

D-Well what do you know’ 
§-Well ia not very good at this, ask mae a question. 
D-Lets start with the Canadian Scene. 
S-Allright the Canidian scene, ahh lets see, Vancovers ahh, well theres like 
lots of differnt things that you can go see, but its not like alot of ahh, 
D-Are there alat of clubs? 
S-No.Theres very few clubs, mostely gigs would be like at hallS that people 
rent right.You kmow like you could go like lets say to sort of a gig party 
at one place, then some thing in concert, and maybe soxething at the Sailing 
Budéah(a club there), and the next night might be something at the Sailing 
Buddah and some hall or something like that, and its generally just all in 
Vancover as far as I know, and not in the suburbs. Theres not like a hell of 
alot of like real power bands you might say, its like alot of differnt shit. 
‘XTmost like a comedy, you know just sort of a parady of things. 
D-Is there any good radio play up there? 
S-Not alot. actually a station just started like the University of British 
Coluabia, a college station, they just got their FM licence about 2 weeks ago 
or something like that, and theres another one, Co-op radio right, ah but 
obviosly the AM stations is out, but theres 4 couple of FM stations, and they 
wont really go for anything local unless its like##completly mainstrean like 
Danny and the Slugs or something like that. 
p-Dave was telling us that you guys were like the first band ti come down here 
and connect with the scene. 
S-well this type of music definetly, ya. ° 
D-were DOA the first punk band in Canada? 
§-No the lgt one was a band called the Furys,that was about Jaly,1977 and then 
me and Dimwit, and Whimpey, and.another guy whos in england now had a band in 
the fall of '77 it was called T,e Sculls, and we went to Toronto and split up 
and then we started DOA in Feb."78, and there was allready another band called 
Victorian Post. So it just sort of devolped from there. You got aore bands 
that came along, theres like the Victorians Port, just sort of split up and 
go there was them, and the Rapid, which were real funny, sort of a band that 
would never practice, but were like really good live, The Dishrags, which were 
3-15 yr. olds girls from Victoria which is over on the island you know Vancov= 
er, I dont know if your familiar with it there?

euey you have to take a ferry to get across right and then other bands came 
along like the Pointed Sticks, now their like completl sort of von_thigg but 
it was sort of like one thing like a new music thing where = Sek 


people sort of hang together ya know, and then there were the K-Tels who 
eventually got almost sued by K-tell corp. and had to change to the Young C- 
Canadians,and then over the last few years, actually most of these people 
have disintegrated. And now the bands up there are us, The Sub Huatns, their 
still going obviosly, and another band thats pretty good called No Hxit, they 
are all about like 16, 17, 18 yrs. old. 

D)-Do alot of bands from L.A. come up there? 

S-Ahh, not lately, bands that we had up there,well Black Flag's been up ther» 
4 times, we tried to get The Circle Jerks up a couple times, it never worked 
out, TSOL was supposed to come up there this time with us but they just can- 
celled, aparently I just found out. Weve had like alot sore Sanfrancisco 
bands come up like the Dead K'S, Wo Alternative, The Avengers, The Dills, 
when they were going they came up a bunch of times. 

D-Do the imglish bands come up? 

§-Yea actually like all these guys you see like U.K. Subs, just about all of 
them will stop in Vancoover. Usually if they stop in one place in the north 
west, it would be like Vancoover, then Seattle, its pretty easy to get people 
out you know, people like the mmglish bands. 

D-Are there alot of record labels there, are people putting out recerds? 
S-Well tiey sort of like off and on, there isnt like nowhere near as many as 
there is down here. Thats one of the things that is sort of fucked up right 
now. There was like Quintensence which has folded, Friends, who we were on, 
which were like the ones who were sort of on but not really anyzore, its kind 
of static, but there are other people doind like independant records and st- 
uff like that. Its not the sheer volune of records you have coaing out in - 
this city,theres tons down here. Basically this is alot bigzer city, but al- 
so in proportion theres alot more going on, theres more bands. Its kind of 
discouraging for bands because well you #can find places to play, but it 
takes like tons of effort. T,eres only one place thats ever continnued on 
for a long time, it is the Smiling Buddah. 

D-So they get closed down there too like here, by riots... 

§-Yea, like alot of police breaki ng alot of things up and renting the hall 
and things getting wrected and the owners of the hall freeking out and not 
wanting to do it again, so we have like a real hard time playing up there 
because we cant find any place. Our ex- manager, Ken ‘Auster just found a 
fairly good plage that holds 800 people, for the suamer, and I think he's 
going to bring up Black Flag and the DK'S and you know who ever else, I 
think Flipper is probobly going to come up and stuff. 

D-Have you guys ever played in England? 

S-Yea, we went over there last Oct. for like about two weeks and we only 
ended up like playing like 4 gigs in London, it was a real last minute thing, 
like basically we read in this English music paper like Sounds, or sonething 
like that ,that DOA & Black Flag will be playing with the DK's, well we read 
it in the paper about a nonth before this was happening so we just went up 
and asked well is this true and they said yes, so we just got... our pass- 
ports together, and went over there.That gig went fairly well and then we 
did like 3 club gigs after that in London and they were fron mediun to good. 
The good thing about it, is we did put together a tape we took over with us 
that has become an EP over there on Alternative Tentickes, and its doind 
fairly well, and I think we are going to try and go back there in july and 
go to places to play like Italy, Finland,Germany,and Scandinavia, thats sort 
pf the plan for the summer, for about a month or so. 

DesSo what else are you doing here? 

S-Next time we cone up: well do more. This time were actually working on 2 
tape at this studio in town for a record on Alternative T. so that will be go 
od for us because it will be the first time we get decent distribution down 
here because its fucked trying to send recorde like 1400 ailes away and keep 
thea up to date and all that.Our next thing should be out in June, but were 


not sure who will distribute it here, but we are working with someone, 


JOAN JETT o" 2 


In the early 70's Joan Jett put together The Runaways--one of the first 
all-girl rock’ and roll bands who, unlike those of the early 60's, played. 
their own instruments and wrote their own material. The Runaways recorded 
five albums, with one, Live In Japan, remaining one of the best-selling im- 
ports in U.S. and U.K. history. 

In 1980, Joan started all over again when she put together her current ban: 
The Blackhearts, with Joan on guitar, Gary Ryan on bass, Lee Crystal on druns 
and Ricky Byrd on guitar, have spent two years relentlessly touring and reco- 
rding. In the earliest days of this group, though, they toured with little 
money for food or comfortable accomodations; they trudged on, building a foll- 
owing and perfecting their live show to achieve the popularity they now have. 
Jett recalls having to sleep on floors on freezing nights and steal preakfast 
off others people’s room service trays, but she goes on, "That didn't dampen 
my spirit. Things like that just make me want to work harder." 

Joan was also among the first artists to start her own record coupany. when 
no major U.S. label offered a deal to her satisfaction, Jett used her savings 
to start Blackheart Records. She had teamed up with producers Kenny Laguna 
and Ritchie Cordell to record her first album Bad Reputation (originally tit- 
led Joan Jett)for the German Ariola label. Laguna had produced acts like like 
Jonathan Richman, Greg Kihn, Steve Gibbons and was 4 prime motivator behind 
countless hits by bands such as Ohio Express, 1910 Fruitgum Company, Crazy 
Elephant, Jay And the Americans, etc.. Cordell had written and produced 18 


worldwide superhits such as "I Think We're Alone Now, " "Mony Mony," "Tighter 
and Tighter," "Indian Giver"and "Gimne Gimme Good Lovin'." 
Musicians such as Sex Pistols' Steve Jones and Paul Cook and Blondies Clem 


Burke and Frank Infante helped out, making Bad Reputation as important a rock 
an@ roll album as one would expeet from such an experienced crew. As an impor 
»it sold over 22,000 cepies within weeks of its release, and when the domesti 
record stores were glamoring for more copies, Joan had it pressed on Black- 
heart Records rather than giving in to any contract not worthy of a record 
which, as Joel Selvin of the San Franciseg Chronicle wrote, "redefines classi 
themes of rock and roll--anger, frustration, alienation--into a hard-bitten, 
but distinetly female perspective." 

During the first week of release on what was barely a label, the albun 
was Record Yorld's 9th most added FM airplay disc, competing during the hei- 
ght of the Christmas season with major acts like Bruce Springst2en, Cheap 
Trick, The Jagles and Steely Dan for precious airplay time. The demand for 
eopies still far outnumbered those available when Joan got together with Neil 
Bogart and signed with Boardwalk Records, where she remains with her current 
release, Vv ock ° 

Along with the record sales, her concerts went from typical $250 a night 
elub dates to major events in every city she played, selling out night after 
night, and even having to turn thousands of fans away from the already jam- 
packed rooms. As The New York 'g Ed Naha explained, each of her live 
shows left "...&@ sonic boom of power-pop and hard-nosed rosk in their wake." 

On I Love Rock 'N Ro@l, Jett proves she can handle the whole rock and rol- 
spectrum. Wheather preforming classic pop hits like "Crimson and Clover" and 
"Bits and Pieces" or dett originals such as "You're Too Possesive, "Run Away. 
and "WVicton of Circumstance," Jett'’s ability and now recognizable hard-roek- 
ing style make the entire record what ig sure to become another classic rock 
album.
